The present rules of tie 


New Hampshire state prison have b e i n 
i >rce hiuce tbe administration of Goreruor 
Onslow Stearns and followed a regime 
which, fur mildness and inefficiency, was 
most marked. 
Tbe rigid discipline whit-b 


was substituted for the lax method then 
n vogue has not been changed under suc- 
cessive adtnmistra'ious aad underdiffereit 
•wardens. That it has been effective in 
preventing escapes and tbe scandal* which 
1'urmerly prevailed, no one will deny 
Whether it em bajmodified in some de- 
gree and at the same ti.ii • serve the ends 
of justice is a question which the governor 
fend council, who have supreme anthotit) 
ia the matter, may properly consider. 


The f undhmeutal object of punishment 


is the reform of tbe culprit, and this if 
the spirit whicb should govern state prison 
management, while at the same time it 
teaches tbe prisoner that be is there to 
obsy the rules and because he has violated 
the laws of society.

grade punishment in a penal institution t( 
the needs of each individual case.

of the B*«t« With Which gome of 


Them Are Made.

It tins need- 
ed ocular clomonstrutlon to convince ROIUO 
lOUsekeoperK that tumblers could bohtivo 
n this manner.

hut a careless servant must bo In fuult. 
ilot water or rounl> bundling was always

onod Hint plnss goblets. 
The difference 


HJtween tbe old and tho new kinds of tum- 
jlers seems to bo In tho liusto with which 
,ho latter is prepared, thus necessitating a 
very short stay in tho annealing furnuco. 
I'ho molecules of the plnss in this case 
lave no chiinco to arrange themselves in 
ines of leust strain, so that every now 
'ushionctl tumbler is lillocl with torsion 
stresses tending to fracture its substance 
with uny slight external aid, us, for exam- 
ple, tho cool air from Jin open v> indow 
striking the proximulo hides of the tum- 


on n dining room tublu. Ot course 


the advantage of using tho new kind of 
;umblers is that their cost is only one-lUth 
or one-sixth of the old kind. 


Looking at tho matter more broadly, 


the tendency of the new glasses to spon- 
taneous fnicturo ib only another illustra- 
tion Of crystalline degeneration. Herbert 
Spencer, in perhaps the most fascinating 
hapter on evolution which he has ever 
written, points put that all substances 
which ha\c licun rendered colloid by tho 
application of heat sooner or later radiate 
this heat, which has been acting us :i co 
ment between the molecules and become 
crystalline. Mr Spencer fjivcs us illustra- 
tions of this in'oce-is the igneous rocks in 
their vnri<ii:s stages, from molten Uiv:i to 
granite, nnil jam, which becomes unity 
when kept too long, owing to thu crj-uti- 
lization of tlio contained t-ugur.—Ca>->icr'ri 
Magu/.ine.

tors who are appointed postmaster* will 
be permitted to continue their ne\vs- 
paper work without interference by the 
postofllce department. 
This decision 


has been announced to several persona 
now owning and conducting newspa- 
pers ^nd recently appointed to post- 
piasterships. 
There will be no more 


Interference with their work so long; as 
It is conducted in a cleanly and orderly 
manner, and there is no neglect of busi- 
ness pertaining to thV postoffice. 
If 


there is evidence that neglect in attend- 
ing to official matters occurs as a result 
of work. in the postofflce and on the 
newspaper, or complaint is made by 
the patrons of the office, then the depart- 
ment will inquire Into the facts. Every 
case will stand on,its merits. 


It is said there are more editors who 


are postmasters in the second and third 
classes of offices than In any other 
branch. 
The salaries In these offices 


range from J1000 to $3000 per year, and 
many of the editors would prefer not 
to take the offices If doing so compelled 
them to give up the active charge of 
their newspapers. 
This policy is dif- 


ferent from that of the last administra- 
tion, which notified editor-postmasters 
that they would not be permitted to 
engage in partisan writing.

Between Jan. 31 at 9 p. in. and Feb. 1

Dur- 
ing this time tke waves washed all over 
the island, tons of ica forming on all the 
buildings.
